WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Mr. Infi^lls, 
from the committee on roles, reported a 
for the me of the senate. 


Mr. Hawlej, from the committee on 
military affairs, rep6rted a joint resolu- 
tion appointing Gen. John F. nartrank, 
•9 one of the managers of the national 
soldier home, in the plaoe of General 
HcClellan, deceased. 
Adopted. 


Morrill, from tbe committee on finance, 
reported a resolution extending the cus- 
tom house investigation ordered for the 
port of New York to such other ports as 
the committee might deem best. 


Mr. Harrison's resolution of yesterday, 
to admit Mr. Moody, of Dakota, to the 
floor of the senate, was laid before the 
senate. 
Mr. Vest opposed it on the 
ground that the people whom Mr. Moody 
represented had not been courteous to 
the senate. 
Mr. Harrison denied there 
•was anything except a courteous course 
pursued by Dakota to gain admission. 


H O U S E . 


Mr. Bragg, of Wisconsin, 
from the 
committee on military affairs, reported 
back the senate bill making an appro- 
priation for the purchaBe of the old pro- 
duce exchange building in New York 
for army purposes. 
Referred to the 
committee on the whole. 


The bill for the lelief of Fitz John 
Porter was placed on the calendar. I t 
authorizes the president to appoint Fitz 
John Porter to the position of general in 
the army and in his discretion to place 
hira on the retired list; provided that 
Fitz John Porter shall r e c ^ e no pay, 
compensation or allowance whatsoever 
prior to bis appointment under this act. 


The committee adopts the report sub- 
mitted to the last congress but adds that 
it has carefully considered the objections 
made to tbe bill, in the veto of Presi- 
dent Arthxir and is cleared of the opin- 
ion that they are not well founded and 
should not interrupt the course of jus- 
tice. The report is signed by all the 
democratic members of the committee. 


Mr. Matson, of Indiana, from the 
committee on invalid pensions, reported 
back the bill to increase the pensions of 
widows from $8 to $12 per month. Re- 
ferred to the committee on the whole 
and this was agreed to.

UNCOXSTITUTIONAL.. 


Tax on Commercial Traveler» »o 
Declared.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The aupreme 
court of the United States decided that 
the taxes imposed upon "drummers" or 
commercial travelers, by certain atates, 
are unconstitutional. 
The case in point 
was that of Walling against the State of 
Michigan. 


Walling was a whisky drummer from 
Chicago, and Michigan taxed him $300 
for selling his goods within her borders. 
He appealed and the United States su- 
preme court holds that only congrees by 
an inter-state commerce law can author- 
ize a drummer's tax, such as that impos- 
ed by Michigan, and which is upon the 
statutes of a number of states. 
This de- 
cision, it is believed, will nullify the 
drummer's tax in all states.

PUDDING. 


It is not.perhaps, generally known that 
Goethe was an enormous eater. Pud- 
dings, meats, and cakes were favorite 
dishes, and he daily drank three bottles 
of wine; it was, however, simply Rhine 
wine. 
Dreikopf sensibly remarks that 
the wisest men that ever lived have 
been unable to decide upon the com- 
parative merits of pies and puddings. 
Goethe was devoted to puddings—the 
Charlotte pudding that did not require 
the digestion of warriors after battle to 
partake much of it with impunity. The 
pudding, sacred to the mer'>ory of the 
profound scholar, is more liKe a cake 
were it not for the delicate sauce that 
accompanies it. 
The yelks of six eggs 
must be beaten into three cups of hot 
cream, into which a teacupful of flour 
is sifted and wet with a little cold 
cream. 
While this is slowly boiled, it 
must be stirred for five minutes. 
Into 
a portion of this mixture put five table- 
spoonfuls of grated chocolate and a 
pound of crushed macaroons; let it 
boil five minutes; add a little rose 
water to half a pound of sweet, 
blanched, chopped almonds, quarter of 
a pound of chopped citron, which is 
flavored with vanilla; then gently place 
the whole between four layers of fine 
pastry and bake. The delicate sauce 
is made of two cups of fine white sugar, 
three well-beaten eggs, a cux» of butter, 
and a large glass of wine. 
Notwith- 
standing Goethe's marvelous gastro- 
nomic powers, he was by no means a 
coarse eater. 
His favorite puffs for 
breakfast consisted simply of a mixture 
of three eggs beaten in a pint of milk 
(the whites left out), a large spoonful 
of flour, » little salt, some butter; the 
whites of two eggs are beaten to a 
foam, with two tablespoonfuls of sugar 
and a slight dish of vanilla. 
This is 
spread over tbe tops of the puffs and 
browned.

TO TUB BOFH, 


I have seen a great deal of evil come 
from the discontent of boys with their 
life. As soon as they arrive at the age 
of sixteen or eighteen years, they think 
that the farm is too small for them, and 
that the city is the only proper place 
in which to live. If the parents yield 
to their persuasions, the boys go to 
the city, which they find to be already 
lull of boys looking for something to 
do. If they manage to struggle along, 
the majority of those who support 
themselves lead a life of hard work and 
privation, and but a very small number 
make a success in life. 
Some of these 
boys—happy indeed if they can do so— 
make their way back to their homes. 
Some continue to struggle, ashamed to 
go back, and still others, a number sad 
to contemplate, go down to a life of 
shame. 
Do not understand me to say 
that no boys should leave the country 
for the city. 
The mischief comes from 
boys making a change for the sake of a 
change, and before they find out what 
they are fit for; indeed, before they 
have really found what their countiy 
home has to offer them. I have tried 
to show our boys that if they find life 
dull, and they would have novelty, that 
each spring the WQod, the meadow, the 
stream, and the fields are as full of 
novelties as the most crowded city 
streets. 
Would they see wonders, each 
seed that is placed in the ground, each 
bud that opens on busb or tree, even 
each egg that is placed under the old 
hen, is working out a greater wonder 
than any city showman can present. 
Even the oommonest things—the peb- 
ble under foot, a bit of limestone or 
coal—have stories to tell, if you "will 
but hear them. 
While I would not 
check the proper aspirations of any 
boy, I would have him first know some- 
thing about the home he is so ready to 
leave, and not wait until he returns to 
it, after sore disappointments, to learn 
that there is "no place like home."—

The local 
telephone companies in 
this and other states pay a big royalty 
to the Bell company, for the use of their 
invention. 
This royalty the patrons of 
the instrument pay in the shape of ex- 
cessive charges, and it is this imposition 
the democratic administration is striving 
to obliterate. 
The Bell Telephone com- 
pany will now have an opportunity, 
once for all, to prove.if it can, that it is 
entitled to a monopoly of the telephone 
business. 
The government has ordered 
the attorney general to take the matter 
into the courts, and get a decision as to 
whether the company secured its patents 
in a fair and square way. 
This is really 
the point at issue: 
Is the company en- 
titled to the patent it holds? It certain- 
ly holds enough for all uses, and if their 
granting was fair and just, then is the 
company entitled to its monopoly. But 
it is very dotibtfnl if it can be shown 
that the patents are regular. 
They 
were hardly meant to cover any such 
broad grounds as the company main- 
tains. 
One point the Bell folks contend 
for is that they hold a patent for the 
"principle" of transmitting speech by 
elect! icity. 
The plea of principal will 
will not stand the tef>t of reason, and the 
defeat of the parent Bell telephone mon- 
opoly will release local companies, en- 
abling them to deal more reasonably 
with their patrons. 


THE new system of disposing of dead 
bodies devised by a Brest chemist has 
much to recommend it—that is, if its 
practical fcatnres have rot been over- 
rated, says the Chicago Tribune. 
The 
process consists simply in coating the 
body with a siibstance which, after 
proper treatment, leaves all over it a 
metallic deposit.

Now and then a whale manages to 
make its escape after being harpooned. 
Whenever that is the case the animal 
has learned wisdom by experience, and 
if it should again be harpooned takes 
very good care not to exhaust its 
powers by diving. 
So it remains on 
the surface of the water, where it can 
breathe at ease, and rushes along at 
full speed. 


Three or four boats will sometii&es 
be "fast"-to the same whale, and will 
be towed along at such speed that one 
of the crew is obliged to stand over the 
Ifhe with uplifted axe, ready to cut the 
rope 
at a moment's 
notice. The 
Northern 
whales 
almost 
invariably 
make for the nearest ice field and try 
to dive under it. In one instance a 
Rorqual, which had been harpooned in 
mistake for a Greenland whale, rushed 
off with such unexpected speed that it 
shot under an ice field before the line 
could be cut, and neither crew nor 
boat were ever heard of afterward. 


It is, by the way, fortunate for the 
whalers that the animal cannot turn 
its head or body, as, if it could do so, 
even civilized men would hardly be 
able to approach euch an animal. As 
it is, however, the well-drilled 
boat's 
crew have just time to back out of 
reach of its tail betöre it can make its 
stroke. 


For it must be remembered that 
sensation occupies an appreciable time 
in passing along a nerve. 
All of us 
who have suffered an accident must be 
aware that at the moment of intliction 
there is no pain, and that there is an 
interval between the injury and the 
pain. 
The duration of this interval ie 
measurable by the length of nerve be- 
tween the seat of injury and the brain. 


Now, the whale is a very 
large 
animal; and supposing that a full- 
grown specimen of eighty feet in length 
be struck about the middle of the body, 
the sensation of the stroke would have 
to be conveyed through nerves nearly 
forty feet in length before reaching the 
brain. 
Then, the return message de- 
livered to the tail •would have to 
traverse nearly twice that 
distance. 
So, although the whalers maybe wholly 
ignorant of physiology, they know by 
practice that the whale never strikes 
instantly on receiving the wound from 
the harpoon. 


Shell-bullets, charged with prussic 
acid or strychnine and just 
enough 
powder to explode the shell, have been 
found to kill a whale in a very few 
minutes. 
The sailors, however, with 
all the prejudices of iguorance, think 
that they will be poisoned when 
flens- 
ing the whale, and so insist upon the 
tedious and dangerous system of har- 
pooning 
and 
lancing.—Lonaman's 
Magazine. 


ORE EN LAST*. 


The old controversy as to whether or 
not the east coast of Greenland was 
settled by the Northmen, who built 
thriving colonies on the west coast in 
the early middle ages, has been decided 
by a Danish Government expedition, 
sent out in the spring of l.S!>3 to ex- 
plore the little visited ooast. 
The 
early Norwegian records speak of six- 
teen parishes and nearly three hundred 
Tillages on Greenland ,800 or 900 years 
ago, when it had its own Bishop; but 
this entire civilization had perished 
when D.ivis penetrated along the west 
coast to the strait that bears his name 
in 15-5. The fact that au "eastern" 
and a "western" settlement were spoken 
of in the records led to the belief that 
both 
coasts had been 
settled 
in the 


early days, while modei*n 
e x p l o r a t i o n s 
have made 
progress only 
along 
t h e 
west coast. 
Nordenskjold, who visited 
these regions in 1883, believed that he 
had found traces of ancient habitations 
on the east side similar to those found 
along the west coast. 
The Danish ex- 
plorers have proved him wrong. 
They 
spent two winters on the east coast and 
penetrated a hundred miles further 
north than the point (65 deg. 18 min.) 
reached by Graah in 1829, mapping 
out the land and calliner it "King 
Christian the Ninth's Land;" but they 
found no trace of previous occupation, 
except a beer bottle, which the Esqui- 
maux who inhabit these high latitudes 
had looked askance at for two years, 
believing it to be somehow connected 
with the elves of the inland glaciers, 
which they fear as evil spirits. The 
explorers were unable to account for 
the presence of the bottle, that had 
the name of a well-known Norwegian 
brewer blown in the glasi. until they 
learned of Nordenskjold's 
previous 
visit to the neighborhood. 
The coast 
was quite accessible last summer north 
of the dreaded glacier Pui-ssortok, and 
presented an unexjiected view of hand- 
some mountains and green valleys with 
very little ice. No doubt 
remains, 
from the report of the expedition, th it 
by the "eastern settlement" in the cdd 
record was meant 
the one furthest 
south on the west coast, for in the 
lower latitudes this coast trends sharp- 
ly toward the east. 
Important ruins 
have been found there.

Tax on Commercial Travelers an 


Declared.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The supreme 


court of the United States decided that 
the taxes imposed upjn "drummers" or 
commercial travelers, by certain utatee, 
are unconstitutional. The case in point 
was that of Walliug •gainst the State of 
Michigan. 


Walling was a whisky drummer from 


Chicago, aud Michigan taxed him 8300 
for selling his goods within her borders. 
He appealed and tho United States xu- 
preme court holds that only congress by 
an inter.state commerce law can author- 
ize a drummer's tax, such as that impos- 
ed by Michigan, and which is upon the 
statutes of a numbar of »tates. This de- 
cision, it is believed, will nullify the 
drummer's tax in all states.

Pud- 


dings, meat*, and cakes were favorite 
dishes, and he daily drank three bottles 
of wine; it was, however, simply Rhine 
Wine. Dreikopf sensibly remarks that 
the wisest men that ever lived have 
been unable to decide upon the com- 
parative' merits of pies and puddings. 
Goethe was devoted to puddings—tho 
Charlotte pudding that did not require 
the digestion of warriors after battle to 
partake much of it with impunity. The 
pudding, Bftcred to, the mommy of the 
profound scholar, is more UKB a cake 
were it not for the delicate sauce that 
accompanies it. The yelks of six eggs 
must be beaten into three cups of hot 
cream, into which a teaoupful of flour 
is sifted and wet with a little cold 
cream. While this is slowly boiled, it 
must be stirred for five minutes. Into 
a portion of this mixture put five table- 
spoonfuls of grated chocolate and a 
pound of crushed macaroons; let it 
boil five minutes; add a little roso 
water 
to half a pound of sweet, 


blanched, chopped almonds, quarter of 
a pound of chopped citron, which is 
flavored with vanilla; then gently place 
the whole between four layers of fine 
pastry and bake.

Now and then a whale manages to 


make its escape after being harpooned. 
Whenever that is tho enso the animal 
has learned wisdom by experience, and 
if it should again be harpooned takes 
very good care not to exhaust its 
powers by diving. 
So it remains ou 


the Biirface of the water, where it can 
breathe at ease, and rushes along at 
full speed. 


Three or four boats will somethfies 


be "fast"-to the eaiiie whale, and will 
be towed along at such'speed that one 
of the crew is obliged to stand over the 
line with uplifted axe, ready to cut the 
rope 
at ft moment's 
notice. Tho 


Northern -whales almost invariably 
make for the nearest ice field and try 
to dive under it. In ono instance a 
Rorqual, which had heen harpooned in 
mistake for a Greenland whale, rushed 
off with such unexpected speed that it 
shot under au ice field before the line 
could be cut, and neither crow nor 
boat were ever heard of afterward.- 


It is, by the way, fortunate for the 
rhalora that the animal cannot torn 
its head or body, as, if it could do so, 
eren civilized men would hardly be 
able to approach such an animal. As 
it i», however, tho well drilled boat's 
crew have just time to back out of 
reach of its tail betore it can make its 
stroke. 


For it must be remembered that 


sensation occupies an appreciable time 
in passing along ft nerve. All of us 
•who have suffered an accident must be 
aware that at the moment of infliction 
there is no pain, aud that there is an 
interval between the injury and Iho 
pain. The duration of thia interval is 
measurable by tho length of. nerve be- 
tween the seat of injury and the braiu. 


Now, 
the whale is a very large 


animal; and supposing that a full- 
grown specimen of eighty feet in length 
be struck about the middle of tho body, 
the sensation of the stroke would have 
to be conveyed through nerves nearly 
forty feet in length before reaching the 
brain. Then, the return message de- 
livered to the tail would have to 
traverse nearly twice tlmt distance. 
So, although tho whalers maybe wholly 
ignorant of physiology, they know by 
practice that the whale never strikes 
instantly on receiving the wound from 
the harpoon.

acid or strychnine and just euough 
powder to explode the shell, have been 
found to kill a, whale in ft very few 
minutes. Tho sailors, however, with 
all the prejudices of ignorance, think 
that they will be poisoned wheu flens- 
ing tho whale, and ao insist upon the 
todiuus and dangerous system of har- 
pooning 
and 
lancing. —Longman's

The old controversy as to whether or 


not the east const of Greenland was 
Bottled by tho Northman, who built 
thriving colonies on tho west coaafc in 
the early middle ages, has beoo decided 
by a Danish Government expedition, 
flenfc out in the spring of JHS3 to ex- 
plore tho little visited ooast. 
The 


early .Norwegian records speak of six- 
teen parishes and nearly three hundred 
Tillages on Greenland £00 or 900 years 
ago, when it had its own Bishop; but 
this entire oivili/atiou, had perished 
when D.ivis penetrated along the west 
coast to the strait that bears his name 
in 15*5. Tho fact tlmt an "eastern" 
and a "western" settlement wore spoken 
of in the records led to the belief that 
both coasts had been settled in the 
early days, while modorti explorations 
have made progress only along tho 
west conut, Nordenskjold, who visited 
these regions in 1883, believed that ho 
had found traces of ancient habitations 
on tho east aide similar to those found 
along the west coast. 
The Danish ex- 


plorers havo proved him •\vrong. Thov 
spent two winters on the east coast and 
penetrated a hundred miles further 
north than tho point (G5 dog. 18 min.) 
reached by Graah in 1829. mapping 
out the land and calling it "King 
Christian the Ninth's Land;" but they 
found no trace of previous occupation, 
except a beer bottle, which tho Esqui- 
maux who inhabit these high latitudes 
bad looked nskanco at for two vear.s, 
believing it to lie somehow connected 
with the elves of tho inland glaciers, 
which they fear as evil spirits. Tho 
explorers were unablo to account for 
the p'rcsenco of tho bottle, that had 
tlio name of ft well-known Norwegian 
brower blown iu tho ghim. uutil tlmy
